GEN. FELIX DIAZ 
TO DIE AT DAWN? 


Leader of Vera Cruz Revolt 
May Be Shot as Traitor 
to Mexico. 


TRAPPED BY PRESIDENT. 


Mexico City, Oct. 24.—[Special.]—Gen. 
Joaquin Beltran is tonight at Vera Cruz 
presiding over a summary court martial try- 
ing Gen. Felix Diaz on a charge of treason. 

The court martial was ordered by President 
Madero, with instructions that the findings 
of the board shall be immediately carried out. 

This means, according to news from official 
sources, that Diag will be shot at sunrise, for 
it is certain he will be convicted. In fact, he 
had been convicted before the court martial 
was summoned. 

It was learned today that the Diaz revolt 
was actually a Madero trap, set and sprung 
by the president himself. Diaz had long been 
suspected of intriguing against the govern- 
ment. The better to catch him at his own 
game, Madero permitted him, apparently, to 
go about Vera Cruz without being spied upon. 
Asa matter of fact, administration service 
men were his constant advisers. 


Failed to See Plot. 

Diaz was led to believe that the major 
‘part of the army would join his colors the 
minute he hoisted the standard of rebellion. 
He failed to see the plot until too late. Even 
when Gen. Beltran’s troops appeared before 
Vera Cruz he believed the soldiers were com- 
ing to join him immediately and would at- 
tack those who remained loyal the moment 
he (Diaz) gave the word. 

This accounts for the apparent neglect of 
Diaz to give battle the moment the federalg 
came in range. 

Quiet Reigns in Vera Crus. 

Vera Cruz, Mexico, Oct. 24. —Vera Crus is 
rapidly becoming normal. The police serv- 
ice was resumed today, and within two days 
the railroad will be operated n on a 
regular schedule. The telegraph wires also 
have been repaired between here and Mexico 
City.

. Prevent Talking with Jurors. 

Extraordinary precautions were taken to 
prevent the jurors from being approached 
as they left the courtroom and the Criminal 
courts building. Capt. Tierney ot the Elisa 
beth street station was on hand with twenty- 
five policemen in uniform. . 

Justice Goff, as oon as he arrived at the 
courts building, established the strictest reg- 
niations regarding entry dos the courtroom.

After the verdict had been given the jurors

Justice Goff warned the jury not to consid- 
er questions of counsel to which witnesses 
Were not permitted to reply.

You may reject or accept any part of the 
testimony of any witnese whose sincerity 
you doubt, and you may alto coneider his 
manner of replying te quertiong, his hesi- 
tancy or reaciness, and we capacity for ob- 
servation.”

Rumor Attributes Act to Regret

‘ST, PETERSBURG, Oct. 24.—The suicide 
by shooting today.of Rear Admiral Chagin, 
commander of the czars yacht Standart, 
‘created a great sensation, which was inten- 
sifiéd when reports connected the admiral's 
act with the sickness of the czarovitch. 

Chasin was a bachelor, and lived in a flat 
here with ¢wo valets when not at sea. He 
passed last night in his flat writing letters. 

When he had completed all his bysiness 
early this morning he fired a loaded rifle at 
his head, almost blowing it away. An un- 
sealed note found on his writing table said: 

„ ask that nobody be sccused of my 
death.“ 


Two Rumors as to cause. | 

Nothing is certainly known as to the rea- 
son for the admiral’s suicide. His friends 
say he was despondent because he believed 
his sweetheart had jilted him. This belief, 
they say, was unfounded; and they adi that 
when the young woman learned of his death 
she blew out her own brains. 

The most prevailing rumor declares the in- 
jury to the czarevitch was due to a fall while 
climbing the epars of the Standart or-other- 
wise playing on the royal yacht, and that 
Admiral Chagin was so overwhelmed with a 
sense of responsibility for the accident to 
the heir to the throne that he killed himself. 

Chagin was a favorite of the imperial fam- 
fly and was regarded as one of the ablest of 
the Russian naval commanders. 


Crown Prince Resting Well. 

The czarevitch had a comparatively good 
day. The pain was moderate. His tempera- 
ture during the day was 100.6 and in the 
evening 101.8. His pulse was 182 during the 
day and 136 at night.

No Fear of Crushing by International 
Caused the Deal. 


New York, Oct. 24.~Thomas Mott Osborne 
of Auburn, N. X., was the first witness at to- 
day's hearing in the government proceeding 
against the International Harvester com- 
pany. Osborne was at the head of D. M. Os- 
borne & Co., which concern was absorbed by 
the so-called trust in 1908. 8 

He testified that his firm at the time ranked 
as the third largest manufacturer of harves- 
ter machinery in the United States. The cap- 
ital stock wae 950,000 shares, practically all 

which was owned by his mother, his two 
sisters, and himself. The witness said he did 
not desire to sell out, but yielded to the 
wishes of the women members of his family. 

The sale was brought about in Jacuary, 


1008, for a consideration of ee the

WALKING TYPHOID. 

HERE are people who take life seti- 
ously. There are others to whom 
everything is a joke. There are peo- 
ple who take disease seriously. There 
are others who have their diseases in 

milder form. One man may have one dig- 

ease seriously and another one mildly, while 
his neighbor may reverse og iain 

sponse to the invading cause. People di 
in their way of doing things and disease 

no exception to the above general rule. 

While the typhoid: bacillus in two people 
may be the same in virulence, just as poison- 
ous, jumt as active in growth, just us prompt 
in getting into the bloodstream, the disease 
in the two indiyiduals may be widely differ- 
ent. It is the man 8 makes his disease. 


The virulence of the bacilli of typhoid i is 
not to be judged by the virulence of the dis- 
ease. It is just as dangerous to have a case 
of walking typhoid around the milkhouse as 
it would be if he were violently ill, even more 
ao, for, in that event, he would be in bed 
away from tre mi „ and there is a 
pretty good chance that the nurse would 
wash her hands before leaving the presence 
ot the sick one. 

Perhaps the reader wonders how any one 
is to tell when typhoid is typhoid if every 
man makes his own typhoid. Just there is 
where diagnostic skill comesin. Ability in 
guessing the typical and early cases rightly 
makes the difference between good and poor 
medical service. 

But fortunately, in recent years, some 
tests have been discovered that help out. 
Such are the blood tests for the typhoid fever 
and the Widal tests and the bac- 
teriologic blood examination. Every state 
and most cities now have laboratories where 
these tests are made free of charge. A drop 
of dried blood in a clean piece of glass ia 
all that is required.

In the winter time the typhoid fever in a 
city is something the government can prop- 
erly be blamed for. .

A sale of such charms in this country would 
doubtless be productive of far larger resulta, 
owing to the size of the population. The 
affliction of sightleseness is one that appeais 
to all, while there are few parents, either 
rich or poor, who would not be willing to 
devote a few cents to the purchase of a talis- 
man designed to bring luck to their own 
od, and at the same time to reueve the 
suffering of the blind. 

In/ this connection I may mention that 
some aixty or seventy years ago, when Milan 
was still in the possession of the house of 
Hapsburg and was the capital of the Aus- 
trian province of Lomberdy, a venerable 
woman, one of the members of the old Milan- 
ese patricilate, Countess Forni, grandmother 
of the present consul general of Italy in New 
York, bequeathed at her death a box in the 
world famed opera house, La Scala, to the 
cardinal archbishop of Milan for the use in 
perpetuity of the blind of her native city. 

She had been wont to place this particular

Cites Conditions in Europe. 

The Rev. William Burgess, head of the Ili- 
nois Vigilance association and the Illinois 
representative of the National Vigilance 
association, and the Rev. Ernest A. Bell, 
superintendent of the Midnight mission, gave 
facts in connection with the abolition of 
segregated vice districts in America and 
Furope. In all instances, they said, the 
elimination of vice districts had resulted in 
a better moral tone in the cities. 


“There is not a vice district remaining in 


the British isles,“ Mr. Bell said in relating 
facts concerning a recent European trip. 
„AM meeting like this to thrash out the ques- 
tion of segregated vice would be a generation 


behind the times. They have long since made 
their investigation and acted by eliminating 


vice districts.” 

Dr. John Marvin Dean, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, who fought vice in the 
Pacific coast cities for several years until he 
came to Chicago last spring, said that com- 
mercialism is responsible for the retaining of 
the segregated districts in the cities of Amer- 
ica. 

Arthur Burrage Ferwell, head of the Chi- 
eago Law and Order league, declared the 
statutes should be enforced and the vice dis- 
tricts eliminated.. 


Upholds Legality of Segregation.

Madison, Wis., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—The 
state of Wisconsin is now prepared to take 
applications for insurance in the life fund, 
In other words, state life insurance is now a 
fact. 

The first policies will be issued as soon 
as a sufficient number of applications are 
approved. The insurance department, which 
administers the business, is ready to send out 
application forms upon request. 

No state in the unton has tried to issue in- 
surance, and this venture by Wisconsin will 
be watched with oritical interest throughout 
the work. 

Absolute certainty in the fulfillment of the 

contracts is held out as the firet coneideration 
in the insurance of lives by this plan. Policy 
forme and rates have been worked out under 
the direction of Insurance Commissioner H. 


i Citizens of State Eligible. 

The plan provides that any citizen of Wis- 
consin living a normal healthy life may take 
Out a policy after satisfactorily passing a 
medical examination under the supervision 
of the state board of health. Applicants must 
be between 20 and 30 years old, and may 
choose any of the following plans: ‘ 

Ordinary life; twenty payment life; ‘ten 
year endowment; endowment at age 65, or 
term to age 66. 

Persons making application must be citi-

Accurate Kieking Is as Impor- 
tant Under New Code as 
Under Old Rules. 


FIELD NOT. A HANDICAP. 


Criticism, of Shortening of Grid- 
iron to One Hundred ‘Yards 
Is Misplaced. 


BY WALTER K. ECKERSALL. 

Although changes in the football rules | 
have met with almost universal e, 
there is one alteration in the code which 
has come in fora lot of criticism. The short- 
ening of the gridiron from 110 to 100 yards 
has handicapped the punters, and this change 
ig. the one which the coaches do not like. 

Opinion is thet the punter does not have 
a chance to place his attempts as he did 
under the old code and that the alteration 
does away with one of the most important 
factors of the game. This may be true 
in a certain sense, but a rellable punter. is 
just as essential to the success of a team 
as he was under the old code. It is ad- 
mitted that more touchbacks result because 
of the shortening of the playing field, and 
the abolition of the onside kick, but an in- 
telligent kicker does not have to kick the 
ball in a manner which will result in touch- 
backs.

There are Bo many possibilities ta the result of a 
punt that the coaches should not overiogk the prin- 
ciple of teaching their kickers to efther kick away 
from the men in the back field or boot the bali out 
of bounds. 

The kicking game je a mighty good one, and it 
has been responsible for many hard fought victo- 
ries. A man may be able to boot the ball fifty or 
sixty yards, but the value of, his attempt is les- 

genead when the catchers run it pack twenty or 
thirty yards. As the average punter boots the ball 
from distances ranging from eight to ten yards 
back of hie serimmage line, hig efforts of little 
value when he places the oval in @ tion where 
it can be caught and run back with apparent ease. 
gs Many’ Forms of Defense. 

In this connection it is necessary to mention the 
various forms of defense, which are employed to 
assist the catcher of punts to bring the ball back. 
Some coaches instruct their players to c 
through and attempt to block kicks. Others teach 
their men to block their opponents, stay with them, 
and enable the catcher of the punt to bring the 
dall back a considerable distance. In many in- 
stances the coaches have the defensive half backs 
and ends check the ends on the kicking side.

“TO AVERT WRECKS 


Rail Men and State Officials 
Try Out Automatic Stop 
Near Chicago. 


SPEEDING TRAIN HALTED 


Disconnected Rail Causes Appli- 


ance on Engine to Set 
Air Brakes. 


Successful demonstration of the Gollos 
automatic train stop was made yesterday 
afternoon in a series of teste conducted on 


‘the Chicago Great Western railway, near De 


Kath, III., in the presence of fifty or more 


| representatives of different railroads. 

The principal teste consisted in automati- 
cally stopping an engineand four freight cars 
within a distance of 400 to 500 feet while run- 


ning at a speed of thirty to thirty-five miles 
an hour. : 

The automatic train stop is operated by an 
apparently srmple device known as a shoe,” 
which is attached to the tender of the engine 


just over one of the front wheels It has 


a spring attachmm and slightly resembles 
the step of an engine. At the end of the block 
is a third rail about 100 feet in length which 
is charged with electricity. Wires extend 
from one block to another, connecting with 
the third rail. When the block itself or the 
block ahead is occupied or the rail broken 


the circuit energizing the third rail is broken. 


If the circuit is broken the shoe communl- 
cates with a device in the engine which auto- 
matically opens the alr valves and sets the 
brakes. It is claimed by the inventor that 
the cost of installing the automatic stop 
would not exceed $400 a mile. Automatic 


plock signals cost $1,600 a mile.
